Dr.  C.  W.  Bteiaena  has  reeeotly  roodneted  ex 
iwrlment*  for  thro  mouths  <>o  the  hifiueiM-e  of 
tb«  electric  light  on  vegetation.  He  printed  tbe 
(|nlck -growing  seeds  of  certain  common  hardy 
regetohh-*  to  pot*,  and  divided  these  (tots  Into 
four  group*,  ot  iriik-h  one  waa  kept  In  tbe  dark, 
one  was  ex |s wed  to  tbe  Influence  of  tbq  electric 
light  only,  one  to  the  influence  of  day  light,  and 
-«e  to  the  Influence  of  the  electric  llgtrt  and  day¬ 
light  In  succeaaion.  The  electric  lfeht  was  ap- 
j JWd  for  six  hears  each  evening,  aod  the  plants 
were  left  to  darknes*  during  the  remainder  of 
tbe  night.  The  plants  that  were  kept  entirely 
i  to  the  dark  soon  died  ;  those  exposed  to  the 
electric  light  only,  or  to  daylight  outy,  throve 
•bout  equally  ;  and  those  exposed  U>  both  day¬ 
light  and  electric  light  throve  better  than  either 
The  experiment*  showed  that  the  electric  light 
is  efficarioaa  to  producing  chlorophy)  In  the 
leaves  of  plants,  aad  In  promoting  growth.  It 
also  appear*  from  them  that  a*  electric  fight 
equal  to  fourtom  hundred  r  aod  to*,  placed  at  a 
distance  of  a  UtUe  more  than  two  yards  from 
growing  pfiants,  Is  M|U*1  to  effect  V>  lbr  average 
daylight  pf  the  English  March.  Other  con-, 
clusiona,  which  Dr.  80* men » think*  he  ri justified 
ia  drawing  from  his  expreimeut*,  are— that 
plants  do  not  require  a  datly^eriodof  rest,  bui^ 
make  increased  aod  vigorous  progress  ti  sub¬ 
verted  daring  daytime  to  sunlight  and  during 
(he  night  to  the  electric  light ;  that  tbe  radla- 
tiou  of  heat  from  powerful  etectrie  a*-a  can  be 
HWWlc  available  to  onuntcract  the  effect*  of  night 
frost,  and  is  likely  to  promole  the  totting  and 
r.  pen  tog  of  fruit  to  the  ope*  air;  and  that, 
w^lle  under  the  Influence  a 4  efretrie  light, 
print#  cub  sustain  Increased  sUrec-hcdt  without 
ctfllapsing.  The  expense  of  eflortrtvcalture. 
being  dr  prudent  ao  the  cost  of  mechanical 

energy.  u  vvry  raoderafie  where  na-  i 
tursJ  sourer*  of  such  energy,  such  as  Waterfall* 
a«  aval  tabic.  The  bturi  of  Hd»f*,  fdaetd  to 


•n.1  r.  faceted  wtthtt  by  the  rails  of  the  track, 
aod  a  third  rail  which  Is  laaoialcd  to  the  middle 
of  the  track.  The  electrical  current  Is  trans¬ 
mitted  front  the  geWmliog  machine  to  tbe 
locomotive  through,  (he  middle  rail,  and  U  re¬ 
turned  through  I  be  fibrcls  and  the  rail*  of  the 
trac  k  The  carriage*  to  be  draw*  by  the  loco¬ 
motive  are  all  electriraUy  connected  with  tt,  so 
that  comrattafcaiioa  is  established  through  all 
the  wheels.  The  train  exhibited  by  Mr.  Siemens 
consisted  of  the  locomotive  and  three  carriages 
with  seat,  lor  six  person*  each.  With  this  train 
*nd  Ha  eighteen  passengers  an  effective  toree 
was  gafftod  equivalent  to  that  of  two  hones.  In 
tbe  Interior  of  the  exposition  building  a  force 
equivalent  to  that  of  three  horse*  aod  a  half 
was  gained,  aad  a  speed  of  7.8  miles  ao  hour. 
Mr.  88-mena,  In  giving  an  account  of  his  inven¬ 
tion  to  on*  of  the  societies  a  few  month*  ago, 
did  not  seem  to  have  much  faith  In  its  practica¬ 
bility.  foe  be  said  he  was  afraid  that  “a  gre*t 
deal  of  water  would  ran  into  the  Spree  before 
hU  dream  wmdd  be  realized  but  his  firm  has 
slice  submitted  to  the  rtty  of  Berlin  a  proposal 
for  the  construction  of  an  elevated  railway 
across  a  part  eg  tbat  capital,  to  be  operated  by 
bi*  machine*.  A  track  ia  contemplated  similar, 
to  it*  elevation  and  relations  to  the  street,  to  the 
tracks  of  the  elevated  railroads  In  this  city. 
Tbe  carriers  will  he  narrow  and  short,  to  con- 
iris  ten  silling  places  sod  four  standing  places. 
The  to  propel  them  will  be  placed 

under  the  flour  of  the  carriage  between  the 
wheels,  and  a  steam-engine  with  sixty-horee 
power,  which  will  be  employed  In  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  electricity.  A  speed  of  about  twenty 
milci,  an  hour  Is  anticipated.  The  magistrates 
of  Berlin  have  appointed  a  special  commission 
of  engineer*  and  architects  to  eia/nto-  into  and 
report  upon  the  proposal. 

Dr.  Holland,  In  &t9hhs'»  nhows  again  hla 
remarkable  kaack  of  selecting  exactly  the  sub¬ 
jects  that  the  people  are  most  iulerrtrted  in  and, 
lu  his  editorial,  gives  Ids  ideas  of  the  "  political 
machine  "  in  the  following  rather  pointed  way: 

Tbe  machine  politician  has  a  contempt  for 
wbst  he  sneeringly  denominates  "  sentimental 
politics.”  If  a  man  permits  either  moral  or 
sentimental  considerations  to  enter  into  his  mo¬ 
tives  of  political  action,  he  has  done  all  that  is 
necessary  to  amuse  the  suspicion— probably  the 
contempt  or  hatred— of  the  average  party  poli¬ 
tician.  Power  and  office  are  what  the  party 
men  are  after,  and  sentiment  and  principal  are 
generally  In  their  way.  The  attitude  of  Mr. 
Conkltng  toward  Mr.  Curtis  la  a  sufficient  Illus¬ 
tration  of  this  point.  Mr.  Coukllng  la  a  machine 
politician  who  is  fond  of  power  aod  who  regards 
himself— with  a  strange  hallucination — as  a  can¬ 
didate  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United  State*. 
Mr.  Curtis  la  n  man  of  principle  who  haa  refused 
high  aod  Important  office*  in  older  to  serve  hi* 
country  more  effectually  in  an  attempt  to  purify. 
Its  politics  Mr.  Cockling  la  (jolt*  Incapable  6f 
appreciating  each  disinterestedness  on  the  port 
]  or  any  man  engaged  in  politics,  and  his  goal: 
tempt  for  Mr.  Curtis  is  probably  as  great  as  thirt 
of  Mr.  Curtis  for  him— If  such  a  thing  be  p 
ble. 


TUE  MOTHER'S  POWER 
Dr.  Fraser,  the  Bishop  of  Manchester,  has 
often  spoken  In  public  and  ia  private  of  what 
be  owe*  to  hh  mother,  whom  he  has  just  lost. 
HU  father,  being  of  an  active  mind,  invested 
his  money  In  mining  operations,  and  lost  the 
most  of  It,  dying  soon  afterward  and  leavlug  a 
family  of  seven,  of  whom  James,  the  bishop, 
was  tbe  eldest.  The  mother  realizing  tbe  con¬ 
dition  of  her  late  husband's  estate,  reflected 
that  she  could  never  give  her  children  a  fortune, 
but  saw  how  by  self-denial  and  a  quiet  life  ahe 
could  educate  them  all,  and  to  this  end  she  do- 
>otcd  her  life.  Mr*.  Fraser  was  paralyzed, 
ipeecbless,  and  helpless  for  a  long  time  before 
she  died,  aud  in  his  speech  last  year  Utc  Bishop 
said  that  evtjry  day  when  he  went  into  her  room 
aud  looked  iuto  her  face,  be  “  thought  graP?- 
fuDy  of  all  ha  owed  to  her,  of  what  be  was,  and 
of  what  he  had  been  enabled  to  dp *Y  /. 
Tribune.
